S.O. 2394.—Whereas, by virtue of the notification of the Government of India 
In the Mmislry of Commerce and Industry No. S.O. 1251, dated the 24th June, 
1958, the provisions of the Standards of Weights and Measures Act, 1956 (89 of 
1956) came into force in respect of, among others, certain classes of undertakings 
including Government Departments and commercial and industrial undertakings 
owned or controlled by Government in so far as they undertake the purchase or 
supply of stores, including drugs; 

And whereas, by the notification of the Government of India in the Minis¬ 
try of Commerce and Industry No. S.O. 1252 dated the 24th June, 1958, the Central 
Government permitted, in respect of the classes of undertakings aforesaid, the con¬ 
tinuance of tne use, for a period of two years from the 1st day of October, 1958, 
of any weight or measure which, Immediately before that day, was in use in res¬ 
pect of the said classes of undertakings; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Sec¬ 
tion 14 of the Standards of Weights and Measures Act aforesaid and in partial 
modification of S.O. 1252 aforesaid, the Centra] Government hereby permits, in 
respect of the departments and undertakings controlled by the Army, the Navy 
and the Air Force, the continuance of the use, for a further period of six months 
from the 1st day of October, 1960, of any weight or measure which, immediately 
before that day, was in use in respect of the said departments and undertakings.

undertake the purchase of cotton or sale of cloth; 

And whereas, in the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry S.O. 1252 dated the 24th June, 1958, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment permitted, in respect of, among others, cotton textile mills the conti¬ 
nuance of the use, for a period of two years from the 1st day of October, 1958 of 
any weight or measure which, immediately before that day, was in use in resuec* 
of the said cotton textile mills; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 14 of the Standards of Weights and Measures Act aforesaid and in partial 
modification of S.O. 1252 aforesaid, the Central Government hereby permits, in 
respect of cotton textile mills in so far as they undertake the sale of cloth, the 
continuance of the use, for a further period of six months from the 1 st day of 
October, 1000, of any measure which, immediately before that day, wa 3 in use in 
relation to the sale of cloth.
